William Thompson, 370 S&. 
Wheatland Ave., is charged 
with six counts of assault and 
battery on police and 
resisting arrest; intoxication, 
fajlure to depart on request 
and assawit and battery. 

The series of charges 
stems from a brawl at the 
Carnival Shop, 1580 N. High 
St., after one policeman and 
two of seven persons 
arrested required hospital 
treatment. 

Police officials reported 
that Thompson fought off 
every policeman, who ap- 
proached him, after he 
kicked an officer in the back 


while-the—-officer-was-hand- 
cuffirig artother man involved 
in the incident. 

Thompson told the Call’ & 
Post he was not drunk on 
that night and that in fact he 
did not provoke the beating 
«he said he received fromthe 
six police officers. 

He said he was on his way 
home from Papa Joe’s, bar 
near the scene of the in- 
cident, where only 3.2 beer is 
served, when the owner of 
the Carnival Shop provoked 
an incident with him. He ad- 
ded that he and the shop 
owner did not get along. 

He said he tried to avoid

In Poverty Area

WASHINGTON --- (NBNS) - 
-- Poverty continued to grip 
one third of the black pop- 
ulation of this country. in 
1971, as it did the year before 
and the year beforé that. 

The Census Bureau's latest 
study shows that 7.4 million 
blacks were living below the 
poverty level in 1971, com- 
prising 32 percent of the 23 
million black Americans. The 
poverty level was defined as 
$4,137 for a family of four. 

In 1970, the percentage of 
blacks in poverty (defined 
then as $3,969) was slightly 
higher -- 34 percent -- and 
the actual number of people 
in poverty was 7.5 million. 

However, the 1971 decline 
from 1970 still represented an 
increase from 1969. 

“tn 1969 only 7.2 million 
black Americans were con- 
sidered officially to be living 
in poverty. The percentage -- 
32 -- was the same as in 
1971. 

The country’s poorest 
blacks live in 1.5 million 
families -- 29 percent ad all 
black families. 

A larger number ~— but. a 
smaller percentage -- of 
White Americans live in 
poverty. The Census reports 
that 17.8 million-whkus  -- 
300,000 more than in 1970 ~ 
= were below the poverty’ level 
jin 1971. They represented 10. 
'percent of. the white

The leveling off. of black 
economic progress in the last 
three years follows a period 
of considerable improvement 
in black incomes. In 1959, 55 
percent of black Americans 
were living in poverty ~ then 
defined as an annual income 
of $2,973 or less for a family 
of four. In the same 12-year 
period, the proportion of 
whites below the poverty 
level declined from 18 per- 
cent to 10 perrent. 


Young black husband and 
wife families have led the 
way to economic improve- 
ment for blacks -- especially 
in thes North and West. In 
those areas, young black 
families actually earn four 
pércent more than their 
young white counterparts, in- 
\etead of the 15 percent less 
earned 12 years ago. 


The fact that more young 
black wives aré employed ac- 
counts for much of the 


greater family income of 


young black families. But 
young black wives also earn 
30 percent more than wives 
in- young white families. 

In the South, however, 
young’ Diack families still 
earn onty 75 percent as much 
as young white families: 
Twelve years ago bla€ks ear- 
ned 59 percent of white 
family income.

Signed At Historical Event

WILBERFORCE.Gov..John 
J. Gilligan, in an unpreceden- 
ted ceremony here Wed- 
nesday, signed into law a bill 
authorizing establishment of 
a-National Museum of Afro-- 
American History-Culture 
in the vicinity Wilberforce 
and Central State Univer- 
sities. 

Rep. C. J. McLin Jr., (D- 

on), prime sponsor of the 
bill which calls for the crea- 
tion of a 15-member planning 
council to help the Ohio 
Historical Society formulate 
the plans, was among univer- 
sity officials and other educa- 
tors surrounding the Gover- 
nor for the historical signing. 

Dr. Rembert E. Stokes, 
president of. Wilberforce 
‘Lewis 
Jackson, acting president of 
Central State University, 
delivered welcoming ad- 
dresses opening the impress- 
ive Shorter Hall ceremonies. 

Gov. Gilligan, in his brief 
remarks to the group, com- 
posed of educators, civic and 
political leaders and mem- 
bers of the student body, 
drew enthusiastic. applause 
as he noted that far too long 
much of the history of the 
black people in this country 
has been ignored or lost 
through neglect. ‘The 
establishment of this museum 
will see to it that that history 
is preserved for all times," he 
asserted. 

Gilligan literally brought 
the house down when-he 
declared that the establish- 
ment of a‘National Museum 
for Blacks should not be con- 
sidered a special favor to the 
Black population but should 
be advantageous to all Amer- 
icans, as Americans were all 
biologically one people in- 
divisible. He added:: 

“For it has been. proven 
that any white family that has 
been in America for five 
generations has a 100.to 1 
chance of having black an- 
cestors, and that @ Black

An Alternative To America’s s 
Racist Child Welfare System 


“The system of child wel- 
fare services in this country 
is failing Black children. it is 
our thesis that the failure is a 
manifest result of racism," 
declare Andrew Billingsley, 
Vice President of Academic 
Affairs at Howard University, 
and Jeanne Giovannoni, 
Associate Professor of Social 
Welfare at.the University of 
California, Los Angeles, in 
their new. book, “CHILDREN 
OF THE STORM: Black 
Children and American Child 


Welfare,"’ which Harcourt 
Brace Jovanovich will 
publish on August 9. 

After analyzing the 


manifestations and effects of 
racism in child welfare ser- 
vices, Billingsley and 
Giovannoni propose aband- 
oning the notion of a single 
white-conceived, white-- 
dominated, and white-admin- 
istered system of child 
welfare, and building on the 
present framework to develop 
a tripartite system. 

The new three-part system 
would include-- 

A white system based on 
present ethnic and sectarian 
systems such as the Jewish 
Child Care Association of 
New York City, the Lutheran 
Children’s Services, and the 
Catholic Association of 
Ghildren's Agencies. These 
agencies have a humanitar- 
ian and professional commit- 
ment to be responsible to 
Black children, whose need

The voluntary or private 
Black system would be 
conéeived, designed, and ad- 
ministered by all classes in 
the Black community. Ideally 
the outgrowth of existing 
systems such as the Urban 
League, the Black system 
would maintain autonomy by 
launching its fund raising in 
the Black community, which 
would determine the role of 
white people in this system, It 
would avoid the specialized, 
segmeftalized, bureaucratic 
characteristics of current 
white agencies.

Realistic Approach to Crime Control 


‘The Cleveland Civil Service 
Commission last week wisely dis- 
regarded complaints from police 
and fire department representatives 
that there was something question. 
able about the recent tests given 
police and fire department recruits. 
It did not take a great deal of 
sagacity on the part of the Commis- 
sioners to recognize that com- 
plaints filed by Richard J. Faragher, 

~~ president of Cleveland-todge No. 
8, Fraternal Order of Police, were 
motivated by the record number of 
black applicants, male and female, 
that turned up for the tests. 

It has been the traditional role of 

- the FOP, with Some shameless 
cooperation from previous depart- 
mental brass and civil service com- 
missions, to discourage blacks 
from careers in our safety forces. 

Th h the years; those blacks 
who refused to be discouraged, by 
the odds against qualifying for fife 
and police jobs, and later the even 
greater odds against their elevation 
in the ranks, have received scant 
public support. 

The formation of a black-oriented 
Shield Club, addressing itself to 
the inequities in the department of 
police, attests-to the reality of the 
past situation, and it is to the credit 
of this organization that more and 
more qualified blacks have been 
attracted to police and fire careers. 
_ However, the real test still lies 
ahead, and assurances have been 


» given by the current Police and 


Fire officials that-equal opportunity 
and equal treatment will be accor- 
ded to all successful applicants in 
the tests. 


To insure this, certain safe- 


guards have been built-in, which. J 


the Civil Service Commission has 
pledged to observe. Applicants 
who do not make passing . grades 
are assured that they will be able to 
examine_their test papers and to 
question the accuracy of the 
grading. The psychological exami- 
nations, we trust, will be conducted 
with unprecedented new fairness 
for all, regardless of race or color. 

The Perk administration plans to 
hire 150 new policemen in the near 
future, with funds from a federal 
grant.

Our member on the Federal Reserve 
Board, has estimated fromthe —infor- 
mation available to him, that Negroes in 
the United States, spend some $40 
biilion a year. 

This is no small sum. As | have poin- 
ted out in this column before, if this 
vast spending power was properly 

_ Organized and co-operatively and in- 

spent, we could make vast 

“strides economically in the next 10 
_ years. 

Unfortunately, this is much more 
easily said than done. Mr. Plinton put 
his finger on one of our major 

when he said: “we are not 
as technologically advanced as we 
thirik.” 


Our biggest handicap-today is that 
‘we just don’t have the technicians; the 
men..and women with experience and 
know-how -to conceive and project 
economic programs so that we can 
gradually direct more and more of this 
$40 billion spending power into the 
pocketbooks of Black people. it is the 
money we get into our pocketbooks 
that gives us power. This money must 
come from 1) wages earned and, 2) 
returns from businesses owned. and in- 
vestments. The big money must come 
from business because salaries have 
limitations. and,’ are regulated by the 
earnings of the company for which we 

There are thousands of economic op- 
portunities in every state of the union 
for Negroes to engage in, 

We own or are buying, hundreds of. 
thousands of automobiles. 1) Only a 
miniscule number of these cars are 
-Purchased new or used, from Negro 


“owned agencies. An even smaller num- 


ber are financed through Black owned 
finance companies, or insured by 
Negro insurance agencies. 

If you drive an automobile, you have 
to purchase gas and oil; you wear out 
tires and batteries. How much of the. 
money spent for these items is spent 
with Negro owned service stations,? 

Much of this $40 billion is spent by 
us on automobiles. Who are we making 
rich? Certainly not Negroes. 


During the past year people 
throughout the country have been aler- 
ted to Sickle Cell Disease that is a 
deadly killer that concentrates its effect 
largely among non-white people. 
Medical researchers have already lear- 
ned that nearly 20 per cent of the 
children whose parents carry the 
genetic trait of this disease, nearly all 
of them: black, will die, often very pain-! 
fully, before they reach the age of 21. 

There is a great need for money to 
conduct extensive research into this 
dreaded disease, millions of dollars, 
and only a token amount of the.money 
needed is likely.to be provided from 
federal funds. "~ 

As a consequence, a growing num- 
ber of black leaders and concerned 
whites throughout the nation, have 
begun to address themselves to this 
danger. Noted athletes and figures 
from the entertainment world, along 
with black doctors and social workers, 
have mounted campaigns in various 
parts of the country, but to date there 
has not beey any really effective organ- 
ization, nationwide in scope to channel 
this concern or to responsibly solicit 
funds. 

A movement in this direction has 
already been taken in Ohio with the for- 
mation of Ohio Citizens United Against 
Sickle Cell Disease, which held its first 
meeting June 22, 1972 to designate 
trustees and to set up goals. 

Its recommendations were as fol- 


1» That the goals and objectives of the 
Foundation, are to raise funds to aid 
in the fight against Sickle Cell 
Disease in the State of Ohio. 

2. That the Foundation will gather as 
much information as possible on all- 
existi izations and q 

‘ working Sn the State of Ohio on 
various Sickle Cell Programs in order 
to properly evaluate where funds are 
needed. 

3. That the Foundation will receive and 
dispense funds for testing, coun- 
seling and education and some 
limited research and treatment.

When | was a boy, in my home town. 
three-fourths of ali the construction 
was done by Negro contractors and 
journeymen, Today, we are almost com- 
pletely out of the construction picture. 
Almost every Negro college has 
eliminated its mechanical training 

t. Whites are now construc- 
ting the buildings at Black colleges 
while unemployed students look on. 


Negroes own a lot of property 
whether it is a humble “shack or ; 
palatial town or suburban mansion 
These properties have to be servicec 
and maintained. Think of the billion: 
we spend for these. services every year 
How much_of this money goes intc 
Negro pocketbooks? 

Pecentage-wise,.Negroes are among 
the largest owners of television sets 
Who: services these” sets? Who: fixes 
your radio when it goes on the blink? 

A’Negro firm that employes 5c 
workers, is marveled at. Yet, there are 
thousands of white businesses that hire 
this many in their accounting depart- 
ments alone. 


The percentage of failures 0" 4,3. 
businesses financed by various agen- 
cies of the government and foun- 
dations, is high because entirely too 
many of these ventures were poorly 
evaluated on the basis of experience, 
know-how and adaptibility: What ap- 
praisals.that were made, in all too many 
cases, were made by men who. them- 
Selves found havens in these govern- 
ment jobs because they were failures. 
Here again is where technical 
knowledge and proper apprenticeship 
is sorely needed. 

We are making progress in prac- 
tically every field, but, like a child first 
Starting to walk, we are-not-steady-on 
our feet yet. The areas where we have 
the greatest amount of experience (ser- 
vice trades) we apparently are reluctant 
to-enter. 

Kentucky fried chicken has become a 
big industry. It involves cooking and 
serving. Well, who have been cooks 
and waiters longer than we have been. 
Lawn and landscaping service for 
homes and estates is an expanding 
‘business. investment in tools, machines 
and trucks, Is minimal. Only a few of us 
are in this business. Trash hauling has 
become a big business requiring sub- 
stantial investments. We drive the 


trucks .and .do—all—the dirty-work but 


don’t own the firms. 

Simple as all of these business 
operations Seem, to each of them has 
been added new technical knowledge 
that.-places them in the field of 
reputable business operations. Even 
window washing is no longer just soap 
and water. = - ies 

The thousands of young people now 
in. college and high school, need. to 
realize that a diploma isn't the end, its 
only the beginning of learning. One of 
the basic things we need to fearn is 
that earning and spending does not 
bestow power unless they are 
organized and intelligently directed. 
Therefore, having these two in a dor- 
mant state does not generate power or 
progress.

The Sophisticated Backlash 


There's a new-kind of backlash 
around today. The old types are still 
with us of course, fulminating agairist 
welfare, busing and public housing. But 


‘the-n-ew, sophisticated backlash is 


most clearly seen in some of the state- 
ments and research projects coming 
out of the academic world. 


Perhaps the most prominent of these 
is the publication 6 by Dr. Ar- 
thur Jensen that purport to-show that 
1Q is genetically determined. Blacks 
measure lower on IQ tests, it is 
charged, not because of poverty, lack 
of educational opportunities and other 
environmental reasons, but because in- 
tellignece is primarily a factor of inher- 
itance. 

This pernicious theory has been 
demolished by Jensen's peers in the 
scientific world, who have Pointed out 
his methodological errors, the fact that 
IQ tests are biased in favor of the ver- 
bal and behavior patterns of the mid- 
die-class whites who design them, -and 
the fagt that white/black differences are 
small enough to be accounted. for by a 
variety of other factors. Also, other 
research demonstrates that blacks of- 
ten score higher when environmental 
ein their favor, — 


such stands at a time of volatile racial 
problems. We just have to look at the 
experience of a nation like Germany 
under the Nazis to see where such 
racial theories can lead. 

The IQ controversy is but one ih- 
Stance of the kind-of academic sabot- 
‘age that sets up roadblocks in the way 
of ending racism. Several new studies 
claim to. show that integrated education 
doesn't_work.-.\ to say, the 
researchers claim to be all for integra- 
tion and isn't it a shame their figures 

Basic characteristics of these studies 
include lack of sound research 
methods; the flimsy nature of material 
from which broad conclusions are 
drawn, and the avoidance of relevant 
factors in approaching the problem. 


For example, one Harvard study on

busing used outdated material and ex-_ 


cluded cities in which busing is work- 
ing out well. 

Another study that got national atten- 
tion tries to prove that Head Start pro- 
grams and similar early: schooling 
doesn't work and that children 
shouldn't ‘start school until they are 
older. Several studies, including the 
famous Coleman Report, condemn pro- 
grams of “compensatory education” 
although it actually has yet to be tried 
on a scale large enough to judge its 
worth. 

Despite their faults, such research is 
used to argue against more school 
funds and more teachers. So important 
public policy is based on bad research 
rather than on experiment and exper- 
ience. : ’ 

While the anti-education researchers 
haven't yet resorted to genetic argu- 
ments, those old faulty genes have 
been used to explain why black child- 
rer“are mre likely to be victims of lead 


poisoning than whites. Why go through 


‘genetic excercises when it is so ob- 
vious that a far greater percentage of 
blacks than whites are poor and live in 
slum housing whose walls are still 
covered with dangerous lead-based 
paint. It is the social and economic dis- 


+s pn Pg! account for 


There is no point in pretending that 
most of this kind of research is value- 
free. There is no such thing as “pure” 
research in human-affairs. These poorly 
chosen and designed projects, with 
their hasty and ill-drawn conclusions, 


serve only to strengthen the racism, 


latent in-our society and constitute a 
sophisticated form of anti-black back- 
lash 


: Such studies are a throwback to the 
nineteenth century theorists who adop- 
ted Social Darwinism — the survival of 


the_fittest-—-as-a-means-of-bolstering’— 


the privileged classes of society. That 
school of science withered in the more 
rational light of our own time, but now 
this old and ugly tradition is being 
revived. | believe a more fertile new 
field of study would be of the racism 
embodied in.the new, sophisticated 
backlash.

| Reassessing Black Goals 


Thé recent action of the federal 
government in. withdrawing funds-for 
the support of the Blackman’s Develop- 
ment Center is deplorable, to say. the 
least.

! do not believe that the’ black com- 
munity is so poor that it is without the 
financial resources to support some of 


“our black institutions. | think to con- 


tinue to propagandize about the lack of 
resources is simply a cop-out. Let's 
look at our resources and begin to re: 
evaluate them and try to do things 
which will make our community much 
more self-reliant than it now is. | think 


the programs. of the Black Muslims set 
the kind of precedence that is needed 
for consideration in developing self- 
reliant, self-help, institutions in the 
black community. . 


Of course, the-long standing -tradition-- 


of the black church in America also 
has set a precedent and the way in 
which the black community can build 
its own independent institutions. 

In Columbus last year, blacks spent 
over $175 million in consumer goods 
and items. It would be interesting to 
find out. if possible, how much of that 
money could have been used to 
develop more of the kinds of programs 
that the Blackman's Development Cen- 
ter is engaged in, without the use of 
federal monies and by the expenditure 
of certain percentage of the biack 
man's income to perpetuate seif- 
independent institutions. 

| believe in the case of ECCO, 
CMACAO, and other federally funded 
efforts, we are seeing the handwriting 
on the wall and a possible forecast as 
to. what m at'rt. these 
programs if blacks do not unite and 
begin to redirect their resources. 

It is also interesting to note that there 


is no fulltime civil rights worker or per-_ 


sonnet’in Columbus: The NAACP ‘has 
no fulltime executive secretary; the 
other organizations which are without 
government sponsored funds have no 
resources in which they can use to 
provide for fulltime functionaries and 
workers in. areas of educational im- 
provement of the black community, 
dealing with the issues of crime, the 
problems of the youth, etc.

Some-are 
rehabilitated and séme are not. 


____What the men_in_prisons do_to~ 
Society after they get out depends very 


largely on what society has done to 
them while they have been in. All of 


those are of enormous importance te - 


the public, yet the public seems com- 


pletely unconcerned. If society_ would. , 


pay just a little more attention to the 


science of penology, and try to-find out; 


what forces destroy character, they 
could do a great deal toward cutting 
down crime, There's not enough people 
who care about what happens; to a 
man’s character after being put into 
prison. ; r 

The trouble is, the problem isn't that 
simple. There are too many complicat- 
ing factors and there aren't any. an- 
swers, There are some “things which 
can be done to a man while he is in 
prison that will tend to rehabilitate him. 
There are some things that can be 
done that embitter him and build up a 
hatred of society. : : 

Men in prison are,human beings 
also. Some of the men have certain 
common characteristics; but they. are 
all separate individual entities. Each 
one is a problem which must be care- 
fully studied. In my closing, | would like 
to see the public take a much greater 
interest in the problems of penology 
because | think that interest would pay 
big dividends.

The busing issue is to become a 
national crisis dispute. much like 
slavery became a national campaign 
issue 110 years ago. | am not enthused 
over busing black children and white 


children here and there so that. they-get 


to know what each racial group is like 
and so that black children get a chance 
to come in contact with white products. 
of those all-white neighborhood 
schools of the upper white collar class, 
hoping that some of the refined veneer 
will rub off on them. ; 

| have always thought that the task 
before the black people is to create 
that school environment for themselves 
and it can be done once the black man 
Stops waiting for the white man to build. 
something-and then move in to partake 
in.a plea of equality. 

But there is another view and it has 
to do with the protest of white parents 
over their children being bused long 
distance to schools -- they want them 
in their own neighborhoods. It is a 
natural protest _for,."ny--parent would 
want his child near home. 

But it is an empty protest, for all 
those parents have to do is to think of a 
century of busing black children to 
distant all-black schools when there 
was a school in the next block of their 
neighborhoods. If those black children 
could take a bus: jostling argund daily 
(sometimes there. was not even a bus 
and they had to walk) and absence 
from home just to satisfy segregation, 
why can't white students take the 
same? 

Black students have gone through it 


~ and suffered none the less for it. They, 


too, are part of the present busing 
practice over the nation. 

Now let there be-notice of another 
busing situation. Alt over the nation 
rural children ride buses to a central 
school_daily—and-it-does-not—affect- 
them. Go into a farm country and stand 
by the road in the morning and evening 
and watch school buses. go by. They 
can't build school houses every few 
blocks for the rural children. They have 
to ride miles each day -- does it affect 
them in a detrimental way?

A reader writes that she was hospi- 
talized five years ago, pregnant and in 
pain. She was operated upon for a two 
or three month tubal pregnancy and the 
tube was removed. She asks, what hap- 
pened, and can she get pregnant 
again? : 

Normally, pregnancy occurs when 
the female egg is fertilized by the male 
sperm in the Fallopian tube, a tube 
leading from each of a woman's ovaries 
to her uterus or womb. Each month one 
of the ovaries produces an egg which 
travels the three to-five inch length of 
one of the tubes to the uterus. Ordinar- 
ily, the egg is fertilized in the tube, and 
then travels the rest ofthe way to the 
uterus. The fertilized ov or egg at- 


taches itself to the wall of the uterus

This is a tubal pregnancy, It is 
disastrous for the tiny embryo (what the 
unborn baby is called during the first 
three months of pregnancy) and poten- 
tially very risky for the mother. ; 
In the tube, the embryo can only 
grow to the size of a golf ball or a 
lemon before it bursts through the wall 
of the tube. Usually the embryo is dam- 
aged in the process and dies. When the 
tube ruptures, some of the mother's - 
blood vessels tear and she bleeds inter- 
‘nally.

‘he trouble is diagnosed and treated. 
The continual loss of blood endangers 
; the health and sometimes the life of the

Often the diagnosis takes a while, 
not because the doctor can't figure out 
the problem, but because the symp- 
toms are similar to minor complaints 
and the mother does not report them. 
Sometimes the tube ruptures when the 
mother does not even know she is 
pregnant. ;

WHY CAN SOME PERSONS WITH

* CREDIT? 


There are. several possible answers 
to this question. Sometimes it is 
necessary to examine the KIND -of 
credit they are getting. They may be 
getting. credit from a firm selling mer- 
chandise with a very high mark-up 
which is willing to take a chance. Or it 
“may be a firm selling merchandise 
which it-can and will repossess quickly 
and thBy will be willing to take a 
chance. 

Or it may be a firm in a highly com- 
petitive business which is willing to 


+ take: chances, Or, finally, it -may-be a 


company which has a policy of building 
volume by very lenient credit policy. 

Often a combination of several of the 
above reasons may be the complete an- 
swer to this answer.

blame on recently eaten food. The pain 
may go away for a few hours or even 
days, and the woman thinks, yes, it was 
only a stomach upset. Usually, if the 
pain returns, it is severe enough to lead 
her to call her doctor. 

Another common-symptom is vaginal 
bleeding or “spotting.” There may, or 
may not, be pain along with the bleed- 
ing. If the bleeding is light, a woman 
may overlook _it;-or-it-may-come at the 

» time of her regular period and she con- 
fuses it with ‘her period. If she doesn't 
know she is pregnant, this is under- 
standable. 

Ulike the menstrual flow in a normal, 
healthy woman, which occurs at fairly 
expectable intervals, is. about the same 
|amount from month to month, and.lasts 
about the same number of days, bleed- 
ing in a ruptured tubal pregnancy may 
start any time.. However, the flow is 
light: and-continues for days-or-weeks 
until its cause is learned and treated, 

Because symptoms ofa ruptured 
tubal pregnancy vary so much from 
woman to woman, all women in their 
childbearing years should see a doctor 
immediately if they have the symptoms 
described, even If they don’t think they 
are pregnant. ~ 

Surgery is required to remove the 
embryo and stop the bleeding if it is a 
ruptured tubal pregnancy. Often the 
damaged Fallopian tube is removed at 
the time of surgery. 

Provided the tube is healthy and has 
nothing blocking it, a woman with one 
remaining tube can still become preg- 
nant. She.can still have a baby Which 
..8pend nine prenatal months growing in 

the proper location -— the uterus.
